LONDON,  March  8.— In  the  House 
of  Commons,  Mr.  Balfour  said  he  fore- 
saw great  difficulties  in  future  diplo- 
macy If  reciprocity  arrangements  like 
the  present  went  on.  The  relations, 
commercially,  between  America  and 
Canada  would  become  bo  inextricably 
Intertwined  -  that  the  larger  partner 
would  have  every  Interest  in  inducing 
the  smaller  to  frame  its  tariff  In  ac- 
cordance with  United  States  interests. 
The  tendency  would  perhaps  eventual-

Replying,  Sir  Edward  Grey  again 
denied  that  the  government  had  in- 
structed Mr.  Bryce,  and  said  it  did  not 
propose  so  doing  except  to  cordially 
endorse  everything  he  had  done.

OTTAWA,  March  8.— The  strength

WASHINGTON,  March  8. — The  officers 
who  set  the  machinery  going  for  the 
great  mobilization  of  United  States 
troops  and  warships  on  the  Mexican 
frontier  today  sat  back  in  their  chairs  . 
In  the  war  and  navy  departments  to 
"watch  the  thing  work."  From  all  direc- 
tions trains  are  carrying  soldiers,  horses, 
field  guns  and  ammunition  toward  the 
places   of   rendezvous. 

Official  Washington  still  Insists,  for 
publication,  that  the  sole  purpose  of 
this  sudden  and  unexpected  display  of 
the  military  resources  of  the  United 
States  is  to  engage  In  field  manoeuvres 
and  practice  under  service  conditions;  in 
private  they  make  little  attempt  to  con- 
ceal the  relation  of  the  manoeuvre  to 
conditions  actual  and  potential  over  the 
Mexican    border    line. 

The  conundrum  under  which  the  unin- 
formed are  puzzling  tonight  is  the  real 
attitude"' of  the  Mexican  government  to- 
ward this  unprecedented  display  of  War 
resources  at  its  doorstep.  Not  a  word 
of  an  authoritative  character  is  obtain- 
able on  that  subject  It  is  the  general 
belief  that  the  Diaz  government  was 
not  in  the  least  tftkan  by  surprise.  Cor- 
diality of  relations  between  the  Tuft 
and  Diaz  administrations,  as  expressed 
when  the  two  presidents  met  on  the 
International  bridge,  have  not  beem  dim- 
inished by  any  happenings  since,  m  far 
as  is  known  here. 

It  is  taken  for  granted  that  the  un- 
precedented mobilization  of  troops  with- 
in a  few  steps  of  Mexico  soil  never  would 
have  been  effected  without  suitable  in- 
terchange between  the  two  governments 
to  preclude  the  possibility  of  misunder- 
standing. Those  who  hold  this  view 
think  it  sufficient  to  ask  what  would 
happen  If  one  great  power  in  Europe 
should  suddenly  mass  a  quarter  of  its 
entire  military  force  within  striking  dis- 
tance of  the  imaginary  line  separating 
it  from  another,  unless  a  perfect  un- 
derstanding  existed   in   advance. 

•  "There  would  be  war  over  night," 
these  people  say.  And  assuming  the 
validity  of  their  argument,  they  build 
upon  it  the  belief  that  the  presenco  of 
tliis  great  naval  and  military  force  un- 
der the  shadow  of  the  Mexican  flag  in 
actually  welcome  to  the  Diaz  govern- 
ment. 

Working  Smoothly 
Old  Washingtonians  compared  the  con- 
ditions prevailing  today  at  the  war  and 
navy  departments  with  the  turmoil 
which  characterized  the  early  days  of 
the   Spanish-American  War. 

Thirty-six  hours  after  the  determin- 
ation was  reached  to  mobilize  S.  whole 
army  division  in  Texas,  the  officials 
were  sitting  tranquilly  at  their  desks 
watching  with  quiet  interest  the  work- 
ings of  the  magnificent  machinery  that 
had  been  so  carefully  built  up  to  res- 
pond  to  just  such   an  emergency. 

With  the  exception  of  dispatching  or- 
ders to  certain  companies  to  take  the 
place  or  others  whose  withdrawal  to 
Texas  had  left  some  of  the  military 
posts  without  proper  caretakers,  there 
was  little  to  be  done. 

The  secretary  of  war  was  busy  wind- 
ing up  important  matters  of  civil  ad- 
ministration preparatory  to  leaving 
Washington  for  several  days.  He  was 
able  to  proceed  late  in  the  day  for  At- 
lanta, Ga.  Nowhere  was  the  superiority 
or  the  new  state  of  affairs  over  those 
that  existed  in  the  war  department  In 
the  days  of  the  Spanish  War  made 
more,  manifest  than  In  the  quartermas- 
ter general's  department.  General  Ayle- 
shlre  with  his  deputies  was  engaged  In 
a  herculean  task — he  was  moving  a  body 
of  soldiers  across  the  country  more 
numerous  than  the  entlra-force  that 
was  gathered  at  Tampa JHBBWf  form 
the  American  army  of  d^Jffpntion  lnj| 
1898,  yet  there  actually  was  no  evldenco 
to  the  casual  observer  that  there  was 
In  progress  anything  more  than  routine 
business. 

The  troop  movements  were  proceed- 
ing with  accuracy,  and  up  to  the  close 
of  business  today,  not  one  telegram  had 
been  received  by  the  quartermaster-gen- 
eral to  complain  that  anything  essen- 
tial to  the  comfort  of  the.troope  or  to 
the  animals  on  the  road  was  missing, 
There  was  good  reason  for  thle,  for  the 
records  of  the  quartermaster  general's 
department  show  that  every  detail  of  the 
movement  had  been  laid  out  long  to 
advance,  every  particle  of  Information 
that  might  be  needed  by  the  quarter- 
master general's  department  was  in- 
cluded. The  trunk  lines  of  railroads; 
the  small  fending  lines;  the,  water 
routes:  the  number  of  sleeping,  flat 
and  box  canr  and  other  vahteiee  avail- 
able, were  carefully  catalogued,  as ,  was 
an  exact  record  of  the  number  of

MONTREAL,  March  8.— Sir  William 
Van  Home  has  addressed  the  follow- 
ing letter  to  Mr.  Charles  Chaput,  chair- 
man   of    the   Antl-reclproclty    League: 

Sir — I  regret  that,  having  to  leave 
for  England  o.n  Thursday,  I  shall  not 
be  able  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Anti-Reciprocity  League  next  week, 
and  to  give  my  views  in  person  on  the 
question    of    reciprocity. 

What  I  have  to  say  on  the  subject 
has  no  reference  to  party  politics,  for 
I  have,  nothing  to  do  with  politic*  or 
any  particular  interests.  T  speak  only 
as  an  individual  who  for  the  past  thirty 
years. haB  been  working  heart  and  soul 
for  the  upbuilding  of  this  country,  and 
one  to  whom  the  great  development  of 
the  past  two  decades  hBS  been  a  source 
of   Immense    pride  ana    satisfaction. 

To  my  amazement  and  distress  and 
shame  I  now  see  the  magnificent  work 
of  a  generation  traded  away  ior  a 
childish  sentiment;  the  splendid  com- 
mercial and  industrial  position  we 
have  reached  and  our  proud  independ- 
ence bartered  for  a  few  wormy  plums, 
and  I  feel"  it  my  duty  to  Join  In  the 
protest  which  has  been  started  from 
every  section  of  the  country.  Today 
we  are  in  an  enviable  position,  with 
a  commerce  three  times  as  great  per 
capita,  as  that  of  the  TJnlt«d  States, 
and  without  a  cloud  in  our  sky  save  the 
one  which  has  just  now  been  raised. 
Does  not  common  sense  tell  us  to 
stay  where  we  are  and  to  let  well 
enough  alone?  The  termination  of  the 
old  reciprocity^' arrangement  by  the 
United  States  in  1866  was  a  heavy  blow 
to  Canada,  and  the  fourteen  years 
which  followed  were  full  of  trials  and 
despondency.  For  Canada  then  had  no 
west,  she  was  thrown  back  on  herself 
by  the  Great  Lakes  and  she  had  not 
in  herself  a  market  for  her  products  or 
a  market  for  the  support  of  any  man- 
ufacturing concern  of  any  consequence. 
She  cut  her  tresses  and  lived  It 
through.  During  these  years  annex- 
ationists were  bred  of  hopelessness  and 
many  good  and  honest  people'  urged  an- 
nexation as  the  future  open  to  the 
country. 

Then  came.  In  1879,  our  National 
policy,  and  factory  chimneys  began  to 
appear  above  our  tree  tops  and  their 
number  rapidly  Increased.  Then  came 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  opening 
up  our  Great  West,  and  from  that  time 
Canada  advanced  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
When  Canada  round'  Heraelf. 
The  United  States,  by  the  McKlnley 
tariff,  added  brick  upon  brick  to  her 
wall  against  us,  but  Canada  prospered 
more  and  more,  fehe  was  beginning  to 
find  herself.  Then  came  the  D'.ngle'y 
tariff,  which  crowned  the  United  States 
tariff  wall  with  broken  glass  bottles 
and  barbed  wire,  and  then  Canada  quite 
found  herself.  Hear  what  Senator 
Beverldge,  the  chief  mouthpiece  of  the 
administration  at  Washington  in  the 
reciprocity  matter,  says  about  this  pol- 
icy  of   his   government: 

"Not  the  Bourbons  of  France  in  the 
time  of  Louis  VI,  not  the  Tories  of 
England  in  the  period  of  George  III. 
ever  Insisted  on  a  policy  bo  blind,  so 
foolish  and  so  ruinous  as  that  so-called 
statesmanship,  which,  inrtead  of  fos- 
terlng  a  purchasing  market  in  Canada, 
is  making  Canada  a  manufacturing 
competitor." 

And  hear  Senator  Beverldge  again: 
"There  must  be  reciprocity  with  Can- 
ada. Our  tariff  with  the  rest  of  the 
world  does  not  apply  to  our  northern 
neighbor.  That  policy  already  has 
driven  American  manufacturers  across 
the  Canadian  border,  built  vast  plants 
with  American  capital  on  Canadian  soil, 
employing  Canadian  workmen  to  sup- 
ply trade.  That  capital  should  be  kept 
at  home  to  employ  American  working- 
men"  to  supply  Canadian  demand.  We 
should  admit  Canadian  wood  pulp  and 
Canadian  paper  free  in  return  for  Can- 
ada's admitting  our  agricultural  im- 
plements, our  engines,  pumps  and  other 
machinery  too.  We  should  admit  Ca- 
nadian lumber  to  American  planing 
mills  In  return  for  Canada's  freely  ad- 
mitting other  American  manufactured 
products  to  Canadian  markets.  We 
should  have  a  special  turlff  arrange- 
ment with  this  intimate  neighbor  and 
natural  customer.  This  would  mean 
millions  of  dollars  of  profit  every  year 
to  American  industry.  Reciprocity 
would  mean  vast  increases  in  Canada's 
purchases  from  us." 

As  I  said,  twenty  years  ago  1n 
speaking  of  this  same  subject  of  reci- 
procity. It  is  not  necessary  that  a 
small  boy  should  be  a  schoolboy  to 
know  what  all  this  means.  And,  If  In- 
diana, which  is  a  second  rate  state, 
Is  to  gain  millions  by  reciprocity,  what 
millions  must  the  '  great,  manufactur- 
ing states  gain?  And  who  will  pay  all 
these  millions?  Canada.  Who  else?

The  well-being  of 
the  country  and  its  self-respect  are  at 
stake;  the  shameful  thing  that  is  pro- 
posed is  surely  aga!n«t  the  wishes  of 
four-fifths  of  Its  people,  and  I  doubt 
if  It  would.  If  clearly  understood,  fimi 
a  dozen  supporters  in  the  Dominion. 
Tariff  Now  Pair 
It  Is  perhaps  not  possible  to  make  a 
tariff  quite  satisfactory  to  every  com- 
munity, every  Interest  and  every  indiv- 
idual; but,  rightly  considered,  our  tariff 
has  come  pretty  near  to  this.  Some  of 
the  farmers  In  the  Canadian  Northwest 
want  reciprocity  in  the  hope  that  it  will 
bring  them  better  prices  for  wheat  and 
cheapwr  agricultural  implements.  It  will 
do  neither  to  any  appreciable  extent. 
They  should  remember  that  our  tariff 
wall  has  made  a  home  market  which 
has  made  them  prosperous.  They  have 
only  to  compare  our  exports  of  wheat 
and  flour  to  foreign  markets  with  our 
total  productions  of  wheat  to  realize 
the  extent  and  value  of  this  home  mar- 
ket. And  as  regards  agricultural  Imple- 
ments they  have  only  to  compare  the 
prices  they  have  to  pay  with  the  prices 
paid  immediately  south  of  the  boundary 
to  see  that  in  most  cases  the  American 
manufacturer  pays  the  duty  and  the  ex- 
tra freight;  and  he  can  do  this  because 
the  cost  at  his  works  Is  only  a  frac- 
tion of  what  the  farmers  pay,  nearly 
all  of  the  rest  going  to  his  profit  and 
to  the  middlemen.  Reducing  the  tariff 
will  not  cheapen  the  Implements.  It 
will  only  add  to  the  American  manu- 
facturer's profit.  But  if  a  comparison  is 
made  with  the  selling  prices  south  of 
the  boundary,  cash  prices  should  bo  com- 
pared with  cash,  and  not  cash  with 
credit  prices^ 

■Wrong  Xds&s. 
We  are  told  that  some  farmers  in 
the  maritime  provinces  favor  reciproc- 
ity in  the  expectancy  that  it  will  bring 
better  prices  for  their  potatoes  and  ap- 
ples. All  the  possible  gain  in  that 
way  may  be  easily  known  by  looking 
at  the  prevailing  prices  of  these  things 
in  the  New  England  states.  It  is  not 
much,  and  our  neighbors  expect  reci- 
procity to  bring  prices  down.  On  the 
other  hand  there  are  easily  reached 
markets  for  these  things,  where  the 
farmers  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick  may.  with  a  little  effort,  se- 
cure twice  as  much  as  they  are  now 
getting  for  their  potatoes  and  apples 
and  at  the  same  time  quadruple  the 
demand  by  reducing  prices  one-half  to 
the  consumer.  Take  Cuba,  for  instance, 
where  a  barrel  of  potatoes  yielding  the 
Canadian  farmer  about  seventy-five 
cents  reaches  the  consumers  at  seven 
dollars.  So  also  with  apples.  The  Ca- 
nadian trade  commissioner  at  Havana 
will  verify  this  statement.  Our  farm- 
ers count  on  exporting  potatoes  and 
apples  to  the  United  States  while  these 
same  things  are  re-exported  from  the 
United  States  to  Cuba  and  elsewhere. 
Ontario  suffers  in  her  butter,  eggs, 
cheese  and  such  Other  things  until  the 
Dlngley  tariff  compelled  a  turn  to 
other  markets  which  proved  to  be  more 
profitable. 

Los«  Instead  of  Gain. 
Aside  from  the  fisheries,  of  which  I 
do  not  know  enough  to  speak,  X.  do 
not  believe  that  there  Is  any  Industry 
anywhere  in  Canada  that  cannot  find 
a  way  to  be  better  off  without  reci- 
procity than  with  it,  and  with  many  in- 
duct ilea  the  question  Is  a  vital  one. 
And  even  with  our  codfish,  judging 
from  the  prices  to  consumers  In  the 
West  Indies  and  Central  America,  it 
may  well  be  that  we  are,  as  with  po- 
tatoes and  apples,  overlooking  what 
might  easily  be  made  our  very  best 
market. 

Let  us  not  run  away  with  the  idea 
that  if  we  make  a  mistake  in  this  mat- 
ter of  reciprocity  we  shall  be  able  to 
correct  it  at  pleasure.  We  may  not  be 
permitted  to  do  so.  It  should  be  re- 
membered that  there  are  such  things 
as  vested  Interests  of  nations,  real  or 
alleged,  which  are  terribly  binding 
upon  the  weaker  party.  -(-When  Mr.  1 1  ill

He  did  not  disguise  his 
uncertainty  and  anxiety,  or  the  fact 
that  his  latest  reports  from  Mexico 
brought  word  that  the  people  there 
were  restless.  Gustav  Madero,  brother 
to  the  provisional  president,  was  vol- 
uble and   excited. 

Senor  De  La  Barra  returned  from 
Washington  and  was  closeted  with  Se- 
nor Limantour  until  late  tonight.  At 
4  o'clock  he  gave  the  newspapermen 
what  he  called  "just  In  parenthesis"  a 
brief  interview  in  whtch  he  outlined 
the  matters  discussed  up  to  that  time. 

"At  5  o'clock."  he  said,  "I  am  going 
back  to  Washington,"  but  shortly  after- 
wards arrived  Cayteno  Romero,  the 
Mexican  consul-general,  in  a  hurry, 
bearing  with  him  a  long  dispatch  in 
cipher,  and  when  6  o'clock  came  the 
Mexican  ambassador  did  not  depart., 
nor  at  six.  nor  at  scan,  and  at  eight 
3enor  Llmantour  sent  down  word  that 
he  would  be  unable  to  grant  the  inter- 
view he  had  promised,  and  that  Senor 
De  La  Barra  did  not  know  whether  he 
should  spend  the  night  here  or  not.  In 
lieu  of  the  promised  interview,  Senor 
Limantour  gave  out,  through  his  sec-

I  have 
heard  again  today  from  President  Diaz, 
and  his  health  and  appearance  remain 
wholly  what  they  have  been  In  the  past 
— excellent. 

"The  announcement  from  Washing- 
ton that  20,000  American  troops  were 
to  be  sent  to  the  boundary  line  has 
had  a  disturbing  «ff*ct  in  Mexico, 
where    it    is   not    understood.

A  protracted  sesslcra  of  the  provin- 
cial executive  was  held  yesterday,  oc- 
cupying the  greater  portion  of  the 
morning  afternoon  and  early  evening. 
Various  departmental  matters  affect- 
ing lands  and  works  were  disposed  of 
and  several  hours  were  spent  by  the

Tile  floi  r-hot  in  a  legal  battle  for 
wuter  riKllts  In  connection  with  records 
on  Ten  Mile  creeK.  Nicola,  has  been 
fired  by  Barclay  Ilonthrone,  who  has 
instructed  his  solicitor;  to  corameme 
action  against  both  the  Dominion  and 
Provincial  governments  to  compel  the 
recognition  of  records  granted  prior  to 
the  Privy  Council's  decision  of  1910. 
when  it  was  deckled  that  the  Dominion 
alone  had  jurisdiction  to  grant  records 
upon  streams  having  their  origin  with- 
in the  Hallway  Belt.  On  the  strength 
of  this  decision,  irrigation  at  Savona 
filed  records  upon  that  part  of  Ten 
Mile  Creek  lying  within  the  Railway 
Belt.  As  that  part  of  the  creek,  some 
miles  in  length,  Is  in  the  section  where 
the  greater  part  of  the  annual  preolp- 
itatlon  is  naturally  conserved,  the  soil 
formation  lower  down  tn  the  vntif»y 
being  doc:  ledly  porous  and  therefore 
unfitted  for  the  storage  of  water,  the 
result  of  the  grant  of  record  by  the 
Dominion  was  to  deprive  farmers  on 
the  provincial  lands  around  the  creek, 
of  sufficient  water  for  Irrigation  pur- 
poses. 

The  decision  of  the  Privy  Council 
renders  void  all  records  heretofore 
granted  by  the  provincial  government, 
as  sufficient  water  may  be  filed  upon 
above  to  absorb  aii  the  water  flowing 
into  the  main  creek  from  its  watershed. 
It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Bonthrone, 
through  his  solicitors,  will  proceed 
with  two  objects  in  view:  First,  to 
compel  the  Provincial  government 
either  to  support  the  lrrigatlonists  In 
their  fight  to  have  records  granted  by 
the  Crown,  or  to  return  annual  charges 
and  initial  charges  on  records  granted 
by  the  Province;  secondly,  he  would 
endeavor  to  force  the  Dominion  govern- 
ment to  recognize  priority  Vn  records, 
inas-nuch  as  it  is  obviously  inequitable 
that  records  should  be  nullified  that 
were  granted  years  before  tl  e  forts- 
diction  of  the  Department  of  the  Inte- 
rior was  established. 

In  this  latter  connection  the  plain- 
tiff's case  is  strengthened  by  the  weak 
point  in  the  Privy  CouncTs  decision, 
namely,  that  it  gave  jurisdiction  over 
waters,  which,  although  having  their 
source  in  the  Dominion  belt,  flowed, 
while  in  that  belt,  through  compara- 
tively barren  lands,  not  watering  ara- 
ble lands,  unttl  the  stream  reached 
provincial  territory.  This  suit  which 
is  being  brought?  by  Mr.  Iionthrone,  ro» 
veals,  as  It  has  perhaps  never  before 
been  strikingly  shown,  the  position  in 
which  the  farmers  of  Dower  Nicola  are. 
placed.  The  .  argument  has  been  in- 
duced in  certain  quar.ers  that  only 
those  in  the  Lower  Nicola  are  affected. 
Such,  however,  is  said  to  be  not  the 
case.  It  will  not  be  long  before  the 
Cold  Water  Valley  is  settled  up,  as 
well  as  other  valleys  watered  by 
streams  having  their  origin  within 
the  Dominion  belt,  and  their  confluence 
with  main  rivers  In  the  provincial  area. 
It  will  then  be  possible  for  someone 
else  to  secure  Dominion  record  and 
hold  up  the  farmers  In  these  valleys. 
There  is  a  principle  at  stake  in  the 
matter,  and  the  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem is  said  to  call  for.  decisive  and  co- 
operative action.

Dismissed — Vagrants   will    be    Sent 

Back  to   Mainland 


Legal  Charges  Arising  Out  of 
W,  B.J,  Perry's  Suit  Against 
Mayor  to  be  Paid  Out  of  Pub- 
lic Purse 


Joe  Wah,  a  Chinese,  who  was  charged 
with  stealing  a  watch  valued  at  *9 
from  W.  H.  Pennock,  Yates  Ktre<  t, 
was  dismissed  with  a  warning  in  the 
police  court  yesterday.  It  seems  that 
Wah  put  a  watch  in  his  pocket,  but 
afterward  offered  to  make  payment  and 
five  dollars  was  accepted  by  the  Jew- 
eler. Later  Wah  tendered  the  balance 
of    %i    which    was    refused,    the      police 


having  entered  the  case  In  the  mean- 
time and  Wah  was  arrested  charged 
with  the  theft  of  the  watch.  The  ma- 
gistrate said  that  although  there  might 
have  been  bad  intent  in  the  beginning 
payment  had  been  accepted  and  he  dis- 
missed   the    case. 

F.  W.  Wells,  accused  of  stealing  a 
bicycle,  was  dismissed.  He  was  drunk 
at  the  time  and  stated  that  he-  believed 
the  bicycle  he  took  was  his  own  when 
he  took  it.

Mayor  Morley  will  not  be  called  up- 
on to  pay  any  part  of  the  costs  In  the  | 
recent  action  brought  by  B.  J.  Perry 
to  have  the  election  of  the  mayor  de- 
clared invalid.  The  enabling  act  re- 
cently passed  by  the  provincial  legis- 
lature provides  that  the  city  shall 
pay  all  expenses  connected  with  the 
preparation  of  new  lists,  costs  of  any 
action  against  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men and  other  expenses  Incurred  be- 
cause of  the  decision  In  the  actio© 
brought  by  Mr.  Perry. 

Prior  to  the  hearing  of  the  action 
Mayor  Moriey  suggested  In  Council 
meeting  that  as  the  action  instituted 
by  Mr.  Perry  was  brought  against 
himself  in  his  capacity  of  mayor  and 
not  against  him  personalJy  he  (the 
mayor)  ^hould  ft>t  be  called  upon  to 
meet  any  of  the  expense  of  such  ac- 
tion. This  view  wag  vigorously  corn- 
batted  by  the  aldermen  who  made  It 
clear  that  they  were  prepared  to  pay 
their  own  costs  should  the  proceed- 
ings instituted  against  them  with  such 
remarkably  concerted  action  be 
brought  to  trial.  The  mayor  stated 
then  that  personally  he  did  not  mind 
whetherHhe  city  paid  the  costs  in  the 
event  of  an  unfavorable  decision  to 
himself  or  whether  he  had  to  pay 
such  costs  himself.

TALKING   TROUBLE 


We  are  very   sorry  to  read  tliat  Rev. 
Father   P.ellot    predicts   serious  -trouble 
with    the    Indians    in    the    North    this 
.summer.     Ho  Is  represented  as  making 
.stateim-nts      which,    11'    they   are      true, 
oug-ht  to  be  stated  specifically  and  not 
ij>    -eneral    terms.      An    n-ssertion   that 
the    Indian   lands   are      being     pilfered 
without  any  specification  of  where  and 
how    the    pilfering    is    being-  done,    can 
only   be    described   as   exceedingly    un- 
fortunate.   If  white  men  are  encroach- 
ing   upon   Indian    Reserves    there    Is    a 
law    in    the    country    to    compel    them 
to  cease   doing  so.     In  regard  to  pre- 
emptions', which    we   are    told    the   In- 
dians   are    not    allowed    to    make,    the 
answer    seems    to    be    that   as    long  as 
Indians    prefer  to   maintain   their  trib"- 
al    relations    they    cannot    expect    also 
to   enjoy    the    privileges   of   citizenship. 
In  respect  to  the  interference  with  the 
ancient  right  of  fishing  when  and  how 
they   choose,   it   may   be   that  there  are 
some   things'  which   ought   to  be  taken 
into   consideration,    for   no   one  desires 
that   the   Indians   shall   be   deprived   of 
every    proper    opportunity    of    securing 
food; --but    unless    this    country    is    to 
revert    to    condition*    existing    a    cen- 
tury ago,  the  Indians  will  have  to  learn 
to  conform  to  modern  conditions.  This 
may  seemia  gold-blooded  thing  to  say, 
but  it  is  i\st  as  well  to  look  the  facts 
squarely    in    the   face.     In    other   parts 
of  Canada  the  Indians  have  conformed 
to   the   white  man's  way  of  living  and 
as  a   result  they  are   at  least   holding 
their    own.      Indeed    one    writer      who 
gave  the  subject  a  good  deal  of  con- 
.-id.erition,    we    refer    to   -the    late      Dr. 
.lames   Hanny,    said    that   there     were 
probably    more    Indians    living   in    the 
Maritime    Provinces   twenty-five  years 
ago   than  there   were   before   the'  white 
men    Mine.      There   is    no    reason    why 
this  should   not  be   the   case   in   British 
Columbia.     There  is  not  the  least  reas- 
on   why    the    Indian    population   vShould 
become    extinct.      They    have    only      to 
learn    to   adapt  themselves   to   the  new 

conditions,  {ind  we  d0  not  De^Ieve  this 
is    anything    like    so    difficult    a    thing 
as    is   represented.     The   trouble  arises 
iro.n   such   men   as  Father  Bellot,   who 
talis    freely    and  encouragingly  about  a 
n-sort     to     bloodshed  '  by     the     Indians 
to  prevent  the  occupation  of  the  coun- 
try   by  ■  v.  hire   people,   for   that  is   what 
it   eomea    to    In    the    end.

Such      lanmi.-ire    as    is      attributed      to 
Father    H'ilot   is    practically  an   invita- 
tion   to    them    to    begin    to    shoot    down 
the  whites.      Surely    the   reverend   gen- 
tleman knows  that  there  could  be  only 
one  end   to  such  a  thing,   namely  a  re- 
turn  by   the   Indians   to  a  condition, of 
savagery    and    their   speedy    extinction.

THE   NEWS   FROM    MEXICO. 


There  is  no  lack  of  interest  In  the 
news  from  Mexico.  The  statement  is 
made  that.  President  Diaz  is  dying,  a 
not  improbable  thing  seeing  that  he 
Is  well  advanced  In  years;  he  will-  be 
eighty  years  old  If  he  lives  until  Sep- 
tember next.  With  Mexico  it  seems 
to  be  a  case  of  "after  Diaz  the  del- 
uge." No  one  can  undertake  to  tell 
what  will  happen  when  he  passes 
from  the  scene,  and  the  great  foreign 
Interests  that  ha/e  been  acquired  in 
the  country  because  of  the  feeling  of 
security  created  by  his  strong  rule,  is 
very  greatly  endangered  by  current 
events.  There  can  hardly  be  any 
doubt  that  the  British  government 
would  welcome  the  intervention  of  the 
United  Stages  to  prevent  the  country 
from  being  nlunged  into  disorder.  The 
story  that  Washington  contemplates 
interference  tecaurc  of  fear  of  Japan- 
ese  control  of  the  country  may  be 
dismissed  as  a  myth.  Japan  has 
enough  in  Asia  to  occupy  her  atten- 
tion for  a  long  time  to  come. 

It  is  premature  to  talk  about  the 
annexation  of  Mexico  to  the  United 
States.  We  are  greatly  inclined  to 
doubt  If  such  a  thing  will  ever  take 
place.  If  it  did,  the 'consequences  to 
the  United  States  might  be  disastrous 
for  it  is  inconceivable  that  the  people 
of  that  country  would  be  content  to 
admit  the  Mexicans  to  full  citizen- 
ship, and  to  hold  the  country  in  tu- 
telage would  be  to  breed  constant 
trouble.  The  institutions  of  the 
United  States  are  not  on  a  strong 
enough  foundation  to  stand  the  effect 
of  the  absorption  of  the  more  south- 
erly republic. 

The  situation  .that  has  arisen  is.  one 
of  deep  interest,  and  while  we  do  not 
Imagine  that  the  Washington  govern- 
ment has  anything  more  in  mind  at 
present  than  the  protection  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  and  incidentally  of  others  in 
the  distracted  country,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  the  end  of  intervention  from 
the  beginning.  So  far  as  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Canada  are  concerned, 
there  are.  no  reasons  why  tho  United 
States  might  not  be  permitted  to  take 
over  Mexico. 


Canada  as  th«  representatives  of  large 
British'  interests,  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  considerable  sums  of  money

MR.  TERRY'S.  ADDRESS 


In  his  too  brief  address  at  the  Broad 
street  hall  yesterday,  Mr.  Edward 
Terry,  the  distinguished  actor,  dealt 
with  a  question  about  which  most  of 
us  do  not"  think  very  often.  Possibly 
one  reason  Is  that  theatrical  compan- 
ies only  make  very  short  stays  in  this 
city,  and  therefore  the  public  has  no 
opportunity  of  getting  into  touch  with 
the  actors  otherwise  than  in  their  pro- 
fessional capacity.  We  know,  of  course, 
that  they  are  real  men  and  women, 
who  are  seen  on  the  stage,  but  very 
fow  of  us  indeed^: .trouble  ourselves 
about  their  personal  needs  and  desires. 
We  feel  we  have  done  our  full  duty  if 
we  npplaud  them  when  they  please  us 
and  refrain  from  disparagement  when 
they  fall.  Mr.  Terry  impressed  upon 
his  audience  that  there  is  another  side 
to  their  lives  demanding  the  earnest 
thought  of  all.  who  take  a  proper  in- 
terest In  their  fellow  beings.

The  following  extract  from  the   paper 
has  a  sort  of  persona)  Interest  to  every 
one,  and  It  also  will  serve  to  impress 
upon    the   people   of   British    Columbia 
the  importance  of  seeing  that  nothing 
but  the  very  soundest  propositions  are 
placed  before  British   investors.

Conservatives  of  Ward  Five,  at  un 
enthusiastic  rally  held  in  the  centra! 
committee  rooms  last  evening,  organ- 
ized under  the  new  ward  system.  The 
following  omcers  were  elected:  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  A.  G.  Sargison;  secretary 
Mr.  Mulllner;  treasurer,  Mr.  A.  C.  Bur- 
diek;  executive  committee,  Messrs.  R.

There  was  a  largo  turn  out  of  voters 
In  the  wurd,  and  the  keen  Interest 
taken  In  the  proceedings  shows  that 
the  ward  system  of  organization  is 
likely  to  become  very  popular.

Talt,  president  of  the  central  Conser- 
vative association,  occupied  the  chair 
at  the  commencement  of  the  meeting, 
outlining  the  objects  for  whlcn  it  ban 
been  called.

At  best  such,  an  arrangement  was 
an  experiment,  iand  he  did  not  behove 
that  Canada:  stood  In  need  of  any  ex- 
periment at   the  present   time.

The  Tacoma  Ledger  advocates  the- 
opening  of  parental  schools  In  that 
city,  whcr»  little  children  who  are  on 
the  way  to  ruin  shall  be  cared  for  and 
K.-purRted  from  bad  companions.  If 
only  It  were  possible  to  open  schools 
where  parents,  rather  than  children 
could  be  corrected  and  taught  their 
duty,  there  would  be  greater  hope  of 
reform.  The  carelessness,  the  blind- 
ness and  the  want  of  a  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility in  many  of  the  fathers  and 
mothers  of  children  are  appalling.  It 
Is  a  common  thing  to  see  little  boys 
and  girls  of  eight  or  nine  who  seem  to 
be  quite  beyond  the  control  of  ..mothers, 
who  in  "bther  respects,  are  eminently 
sensible.

There  Is  no  institution  in  this 
world    that   can    take    the    place   of  a 
good  home  to  the  boy  or  girl.  No  work 
that  any  mother  can  do  in  the  charit- 
able or   religious   world   will   make  up 
to  humanity  for  her  neglect  of  her  own 
children.     There  Is  no  need  to  restore 
the   harshness   of   a   bygone    time,    but 
if  the  little  ones  of  the  nurseries  and 
kindergartens  are  to  grow  'up  to  lives 
of   usefulness,  something     of     the  old 
loving  discipline  must  find  a  pjace  in 
every  household.

In  both  Toronto  and  Montreal  the 
councils  prepared  valuable  reports  on 
the  woman's  side  of  technical  educa- 
tion for  the  commission.  It  would 
seem  that  the  gentlemen  who  listened 
to  these  have  shown  the  ladles  how 
they  may  profitably  continue  their 
work. 

Women  in  Finland  have  exercised 
the  franchise  for  the  last  three  years. 
Not  only  have  they  voted, at  elections, 
but  twenty-six  out  of  two  hundred 
members  of  the  legislature  are  women. 
The  experiment  seems  to  have  proved 
a  great  success  if  we  may  judge  from 
the  testfmony  of  Baroness  Aletta 
Korff,  an  American  lady,  who  has  be- 
come a  resident  of  this  far  northern 
state. 

In  many  respects  woman's  position 
In  Finland  corresponds  to  that  of  those 
in  the  provinces  of  Canada.  All  the 
people  are  fairly  educated.  For  more 
than  forty  years  women  have  studied 
with  men  In  the  universities  and  work- 
ed side  by,  side  with  them  an  teachers, 
clerks  or  bookkeepers.  There  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  any  great  objection 
to  giving  the  women  the  ballot.  Per- 
haps one  reason  of  this  was  *-hat  the 
women  themselves  recognised  that 
there  were  more  important  things  than 
even  a  place  at  the  polls  or  a  seat  in 
the  legislature.  In  the  seven  years  be- 
tween 1897  and  1904  the  country  was 
passing  through  a  political  crisis,  and 
the  women  were  content  to  study  and 
!  help  by  the  influence  they  possessed 
I  Instead  of  hampering  the  men  whose, 
i  every  faculty  was  needed  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  work  before  them. 
When  the  crisis  was  past  the  politi- 
cians were  ready  to  admit  women  to 
their  councils  and  take  advantage  of 
the  fuller  help  they  could  give  when 
they  had  the  ballot. 

There  has  been  no  disturbance  of 
parties  owing  to  this  change.  '  But 
many  measures  for  the  Improvement  of 
the  condition  of  women  and  children 
have  come  under  the  consideration  of 
the  legislature  and  some  of  these  have 
become  law.  The  women  members  are 
drawn  from  all  classes  of  society,  the 
sempstress  taking  her  place  beside  the 
lady  of  title.

— Qmo:  Nor- 
mandl,  notary,  received  a  letter  an- 
nouncing that  the  family  of  Normandi 
dlt  Beausoleil  has  fallen  heir  to  $60.- 
000,000  by  the  death  of  a  widow  In 
France.

"Only  first  rate  trophies  of  any  kind 
were  accepted,  and  the  exhibit  was 
increased  by  contributions  from  Eng- 
lish and  American  sportsmen  of  tro- 
phiea  obtained  by  them  during  various 
shooting  expeditions  in  British  Colum- 
bia,, and  by  the  loan  of  more  heads 
and  a  good  collection  of  the  game  lishea 
from  the  office  of  the  Agent- General  in 
London.  The  exhibit  arrived  in  Vienna 
in  good  condition,  and  the  many  sports- 
men took  a  serious  Interest  In  the 
shapes  and  measurements  of  the  horns. 
The  Exhibition. 
"The  exhibition  was  held  in  the 
Prater,  the  most  important  of  the 
Imperial  parks,  and  the  most  popular 
pleasure  grounds  of  the  Viennese. 
The  general  scheme  laid  out  by  the 
Committee  waa  that  each  nation  should 
display  Its  trophies  In  a  building  de- 
signed to  represent  an  exact  repro- 
duction of  some  typical  hunting  castle 
of  that  country.  This  plan  was  car- 
ried out  to  a  great  extent,  with  the 
result  that  the  long  lines  of  buildings 
on  the  main  avenue  possessed  an 
architectural  interest  seldom  to  be 
claimed  by  any  ordinary  commercial 
exhibition.  Apart  from  .  the  official 
buildings  of  each  country,  many  of  the 
leading  European  sportsmen  had  pa- 
vilions of  their  own,  always  a  repre- 
sentation of  some  favorite  shooting 
lodge  and  filled  with  the  trophies  and 
old  weapons  of  many  generation  of 
hunters.  In  this  respect  the  British 
Columbian  exhibit  would  have  been 
more  attractive  if  it  could  have  been 
shown  In  a  building  of  its  own,  in  the, 
form  of  a  log  cabin,  or  a  model  of  a 
j  Coast  Indian's  house.  As  conditions 
were,  it  was  difficult  to  make  people 
realize  that  the  exhibit  %vas  entirely 
from  one  province,  and  did  not  Include 
the  game  animals  of  the  whole  Domin- 
ion of  Canada  which  apart  from  the 
British  Columbia  collection,  were  very 
poorly  represented.  A  separate  build- 
ing would  have  added  greatly  to  tho 
expense,  but  Its  advantages  should  be 
considered  If  the  government  of  this 
province'  decides  to  make  an  exhibit 
at  the  next  International  Exhibition 
to  be  held  in  Berlin  in  three  years' 
time.

For 
the  first  six  weeks  large  crowds  vis- 
ited the  grounds  and  the  buildings  were 
thronged  by  sportsmen  of  all  nations 
keenly  Interested  In  the  QOlleCtion  of 
trophies,  weapons,  and  every  article 
connected    wllfe  the   sport  of   the   past 


themselves  with  the  methods  of  the 
chase  In  other  countries.  In  talking 
of  the  British  Columbia  collection, 
they  were  all  incredulous  In  respect  to 
the  fact  that  the  shooting  of  such  ani- 
mals is  not  here  reserved  for  large 
landed  proprietors,  but  open  to  the 
ordinary  settler,  and  found  »♦  diffi- 
cult to  realize  a  state  of  affairs  so 
different  from  the  almost  feudal  sys- 
tem still  prevailing  in  their  own  coun- 
try. For  the  rest  of  the  season  the 
visitors  were  mostly  of  the  town 
classes  of  Vienna,  tourists  and  people 
from  the  neighboring  towns  and  vil- 
lages always  being  present  in  great 
numbers.  The  excellent  pamphlets  on 
the  big  game  and  game  fishes  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  were  much  in  request, 
and  although  given  away  with  dis- 
cretion, the  supply  proved  quite  in- 
sufficient to  the  demand,  aa  some  four 
million  people  paid  admission  to  the 
grounds    during    the    summer. 

Seek    Specimens 

"In  scientific  circles  the  British  Co- 
lumbia collection  was  much  appreci- 
ated, as  the  western  animals  are 
poorly  represented  In  the  European 
museums.  Many  requests  for  speci- 
mens from  British  Columbia  made  by 
the  directors  of  the  most  Important 
museum  of  the  large  cities,  the  White 
Ursus  Kermodei  being  the  great  at» 
traction,  as  it  .was'  the  first  specimen 
to  reach  Europe.  I  take  the  liberty 
of  suggesting  that  if  any  cf  these  re- 
quests are  granted,  the  Natural  His- 
tory Department  of  the  British  Museum 
should  have  preference  in  regard  to 
specimens  from   British   territory. 

"The  exhibition  closed  on  October 
16th  with  satisfactory  financial  results'. 
Everything  was  done  on  a  costly 
scale,  but  the  sportsmen  who  had 
guaranteed  expenses  were  not  called 
upon  to  pay,  and  a  surplus  of  £29,000 
was  distributed  among  the  hospitals 
of  Vienna. 

"The  British  Columbia  collection 
was  forwarded  to  Olasgow  and  there 
exhibited  in  December  in  conjunction 
with  the  provincial  exhibit  of  fruit. 
There  the  attendance  was  rather 
small  but  nearly  all  the  visitors  were 
keenly  Interested  in  the  province,  and 
a  great  proportion  of  them  were  ac- 
tually preparing  to  come  to  the  west 
to  Bettle.  It  is  quite  certain  that  the 
Inducements  offered  by  the  fact  that 
the  settler  Is  allowed  right  of  shoot- 
ing such  animals  as  were  shown  in 
the  collection  as  long  as  he  compile! 
with  the  game  laws,  is  well  worthy  of 
consideration  when  dealing  with  the 
<;i  estion  of  attracting  desirable  immi- 
gration. 

"After  the  close  the  Glasgow  exhibi- 
tion, the  collection  was  carefully 
packed  and  handed  over  to  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  -Railway  company  for 
shipment  to  Victoria,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  17  heads  which  were  loaned  by 
individual  owners  to  the  Railway  com- 
pany for  exhibition  in  London  during 
the    coming   season."
